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Timely Tidbits ... 
Well Hearing Set 


The US Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency has notified Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems, Inc., 
that it intends to terminate federal 
permits allowing the injection of 
hazardous waste into two under- 
ground disposal wells at a facility 
in Romulus. An EPA press re- 
lease issued on April 13 said that 
the agency's decision was based 
on "numerous violations, includ- 

ing failing to notify the agency of 
an ownership transfer, at the now 
closed facility." 

According to the EPA, Michi- 
gan Department of Environmental 
Quality inspectors found a leak in 
the surface piping of one of the 
wells during an October 2006 visit, 
and ordered the facility shut down. 
Subsequent EPA inspections con- 
firmed the leak and identified other 
violations, leading the agency to 
propose a penalty of $73,992. 

Both EDS and the public will 
have an opportunity to comment 


on the proposed termination. The 


public comment period will begin 
April 23 and end June 8. 

_A public hearing will be held 
from 6 to 9 p.m. on Wednesday, 
May 23, atthe Crowne Plaza (8000 
Merriman-Road, Romulus).

college entrance. exam. Students can 
take the test several times (for a small 
fee) and choose which score to submit. 
This information opens a door for schol- 
arships and a higher entrance probabil- 
ity into mainstream universities. 
Continued education should be ex- 
pected for our students in this day and 
age, and we should acceptnothingless. 
They have the capacity to achieve, and 
the parents and the community will be- 
gin to reciprocate with opportunities to 
facilitate those achievements by offer- 
ing partnerships and scholarships. 
Question. #2: As the Board ad- 
dresses the issue of budget cuts for 
the 2007-2008 school year, what 
areas do you believe should be cut 
first?

The things that put Romulus on the 
map as an up-and-coming district are 
the things that have been cut or are 
threatened to be cut in the coming 
months. | think that, first and foremost, 
we should begin to put energy into bring- 
ing money into the District. Ways to 
increase revenue have not been fully 
explored, and | personally would like to 
exhaust those options first. 
Unfortunately, trimming one thing 
in our district isn’t going to solve our 
_ financial woes. 


Under New Ownership 
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The District should strongly con- 
sider shifting the financial burden forthe 
busing services we provide our students 
for after-school functions/detentions. 
Surrounding school districts have shifted 
that responsibility to the parents. Right 
now, at the elementary level, if a bus is 
needed to transport students after hours, 
a fee is charged for that usage. The 
parents and the parent groups agree 
that, in order for extracurricular events 
to take place, the minimal hourly fee is 
a small request when weighed against 
the overall reason for that request — 
assuring that our children have the re- 
sources needed to extend learning be- 
yond the classroom. We should con- 
tinue to examine those options and see 
if this offers any long-term savings. 

lf enrollment numbers continue to 
decline, another option would be to close 
a building. As much as the residents, 
students, and employees don’t want 
this to be considered, it is the reality we 


face as a district. We dig ourselves into _ 


deeper debt holding on to property we 
cannot afford. On the opposite side of 
the spectrum, if the community is willing 
to pay for the building to stay open, then 
we will have to dig into our pockets to 
afford this decision. Ultimately, itshould 
be up to the voters to decide this fate. 
The areas | would like to preserve 


are curriculum (including music, art, and 
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physical education, especially at the 
elementary levels) and job retention. 
The “arts” in elementary are usually the 
first curriculum cuts to meet the chop- 
ping block. We shouldn't penalize the 
children for our shortcomings. Further, 
after witnessing the spiraling trend of 
unemployment, contributing to those 
numbers doesn’t sit well with me. Since 
I’ve been a part of this school district, it 
has become very apparent that a large 
majority of its workforce is made up of 
Romulus residents. If those jobs are 
cut, the District will in turn cut into its 
own tax base (income), possibly caus- 
ing detriment to the District's long-term 
capabilities.

_ The State of Michigan is trying to 
find additional resources to aid in the 
education of its finest resource, our chil- 
dren. Unfortunately, it has gone to the 
age-old solution of asking for more tax 
dollars instead of addressing root prob- 
lems, like misappropriation of funds and 
disappearing companies that can pro- 


vide tax base. The State has said on 


. ‘ - - 


the per-pupil spending amount, and | 
think they should be held accountable 
to that commitment. With this in mind, 
stronger relationships with our State 
Representatives and Senators should 
be nurtured so that we can be properly 
represented. If Romulus has a face of 


_ individuals they can be held account- 


able to, we can get better results and not 
just rhetoric. Our public officials should 
be reminded that, in 1994, Proposal A’s 
2% increase in the sales tax, home- 
stead limits, and collections of income, 
use, real estate transfer, and cigarette 
taxes were supposed to be used for the 


School Education Fund, not balancing 


the budget. The lottery was also in- 
tended to provide additional support for 
the School Fund above and beyond the 


promises of Proposal A. This, unfortu-. 


nately, is not the case. The shifting of 
monies (general school fund money 
swapped out for lottery funds) to other 
departments, and the deduction in the 
amount of monies received from the 
general school fund, is what’s taking 
place. That's like getting birthday money 
from a relative, and having your em- 
ployer decide to deduct an equal or 
greater amount from your wages be- 
cause you received extra discretionary 
income! . 

We should be in constant contact 


- with union representatives on how we 
can save money in the District without ' 


losing personnel in the process. The 
District should devise a recruitment/ 
marketing plan to increase our student 
enrollment numbers. More students 








equal more dollars, so stronger empha- 
sis should be placed on this area. Find 
out why parents choose to go else- 
where to educate their child. Offer in- 
centives to come back to the District. 

Also, review old contracts and re- 
bid contracts that are about to expire; 
there could be possible savings there. 
Establish resident and non-resident fees 
for the Boys & Girls Club. Neighboring 
communities take advantage of the ser- 
vice we provide our residents, and | 
believe that if they want to experience 
the same savings on that service, then 
they should enroll their child in the Rom- 
ulus Community Schools. (We currently 
have twoschools with open enrollment.) 
| would also dare to say that children 
who are Romulus residents, but aren't 
enrolled in the Romulus Community 
Schools, should pay a slight increase 
(but less than non-residents’ fees) to 
utilize Boys & Girls Club services, as 
well. Finally, partner with surrounding 
businesses that can provide financial or 
grant assistance for different areas in 
our school (e.g., a partnership with 
Google could be very beneficial for our 
technology department). It could result 
inhardware/software capabilities or pay 
the wages of an employee instructing at 
the secondary level. 

Question #4: In your opinion, 
what methods should the District use 
to encourage Romulus parents to 
keep their children in (or come back 
to)the Romulus Community Schools? 
(Please be specific.) 

Romulus has to compete with sur- 
rounding school districts and schools of 
choice. The District should address the 
majorreasons of WHY parents are leav- 
ing the District. When discussing this 
topic with parents who live in Romulus, 
but whose children attend outside dis- 
tricts, | found that their reasons for en- 
rollmentin other districts included class 
size, which was number one on the list. 
No parent wants his/her child in an 
overcrowded class, period! By assur- 
ing parents that class sizes will not 
exceed contractual agreements, and 
informing them of the student/teacher 
ratio, parents will be more inclined to 
enroll their child into our school system. 

Disciplinary problems are another 
great concern amongst parents, and 
should. be immediately addressed by 
administering greater consequences for 
repeat offenders and expulsion if they 
don’t comply. Students should not be 
passed from school to school within the 
District when they have evident behav- 
ioral issues. If, after every avenue for 
behavioral correction has been ex- 
hausted, a child still has not shown 
improvement, we should realize that we 
don’t have the resources available to 
successfully educate that student, and 
send him/her to a district that can better 
meethis/herneeds. Romulus does have 
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the rightto expel a child ifhe/she cannot 
willfully comply with school conduct 
codes, and | feel the District should 
exercise that right more often and have 
stricter enforcement if those rules are 
breached. 

Another popular topic is the Michi- 
gan Educational Assessment Program 
(MEAP). As muchas we don'’tlike it, the 
MEAP seems like Michigan's top choice 
for measuring student/teacher perfor- 
mance, and District scores need con- 
siderable improvement, especially at 
the secondary levels. Educators know 
that there are many reasons why chil- 
dren perform less than average on stan- 
dardized tests, and they also know that 
true educational performance cannot 
be harnessed in the form of a standard- 
ized test. Parents, however, seejustthe 
results, and they use these scores as 
measuring devices on the District's per- 
formance for teaching students. They 
rationalize this way: Ifthe students aren't 
passing the MEAP, then the curriculum 
isn’t superior; ifthe curriculum isn’t supe- 
rior, it must be inferior. RESULT: | don’t 
want my child receiving an inferior edu- 
cation. Parents view this test as viable 
information, and we should put greater 
emphasis on improving test-taking strat- 
egies, using early detection methods to 
identify children who are intimidated by 
the standardized test process, and rein- 
forcing MEAP language usage when 
teaching in the classroom to improve 
student accuracy. 

Other minor reasons were District 
loyalty and "relationships". Parents did 
not want to disrupt their child’s social 
setting by having him/her change 
schools, make new friends, and lose the 
comfort associated with the familiarity 
of staff/teachers at their child’s school. 
These concerns can be addressed by 
relationship-building techniques. Pro- 
vide school functions thatinvite the com- 
munity to participate and, thereby, es- 
tablish trust with residents. Holding open 
houses for new homeowners in the 
Spring (instead of in the Summer/Fall, 
after enrollment choices have already 
been decided) and working with neigh- 
borhood associations to familiarize chil- 
dren and their families with "future" class- 
mates and parents, would also be help- 
ful. Neighborhood associations could 
also be an extension of the schools, 
used to welcome new residents and 
educate others about the School Dis- 
trict. A committee could be formed to 
assist in formal introductions with new 
~ neighbors, and help them get acquainted 
with neighborhood schools, city munici- 
palities, and churches.
